This letter is in reference to the passport application you signed September 20, 2006. 

Under the 14 th Amendment to the United States Constitution, children bom in the United States 
are citizens at birth if they are subject to the jurisdiction of the United States. Children born in 
the United States to fully accredited diplomats do not acquire United States citizenship at birth. 

The records of the Department of State indicate that at the time of your birth, your father, Eya 
Etoam M'Bayo, was Third Secretary of Sierra Leone. This position granted the diplomat and 
his/her immediate family diplomatic immunity and privileges. While your parent served in this 
position, you were not subject to the jurisdiction of the United States. Therefore, you do not 
have a claim to United States citizenship and cannot be issued a United States passport. 

Your application will be filed without further action and any special return postage fees 
will be refunded. By law, the passport execution and application fees are non-rcfundablc.
